ED MAYS SAYS HE WON'T BE 
WITH REORGANIZED BANK 


Confirms Forecast That He Will 
Have No Connection With 
Grand National. 

Ed Mays, president of Grand Na- 
tional Bank, in a statement today 
confirmed the forecast published in 
last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch that 
he would not be connected with the 
bank as president or director when 
it is reorganized. Mays said this 
arrangement was made at his sug- 
gestion.

The bank, at Grand boulevard 
and Olive street, has been in the 
hands of a conservator since March. 
The reorganization plan which has 
been approved provides for payment

Louis H. Steuterman, 55 years 
old, 6704 Arthur avenue, died at 
City Hospital at 8:15 o'clock last 
night of a fractured skull suffered 
three hours earlier in an accident 
at Grand boulevard \and Gravois 
avenue. 

Steuterman, a laborer, alighted

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17 MEN INDICTED 
N NEW CHICAGO 
~ RACKET INQUIRY 


“Three-Fingered Jac k’ 
White and Associates Al- 
leged to Have Preyed on 
Builders and Truckers. 


By the Associated Press, 

CHICAGO, Dec. 30.—Charging 
conspiracy to prey on Chicago’s 
building construction, coal] hauling, 
excavating and city contracting, the 


grand jury returned another batch 
of indictments yesterday in the 
campaign to drive racketeering 
from the city. 

The indictments named William 
(Three-Fingered Jack) White, suc- 
cessor to the slain George (Red) 
Barker as boss of outlaw unions 
and trade associations, and 16 
others as having extorted money 
from legitimate trade—a quarter 
million dollars from the coa) busi- 
ness alone. 

So powerful was the illegal com- 
bine headed by White and the 
Trucking & Transportation Ex- 
change, proseeutors said, that a fair 
start had been made toward levy- 
ing a daily fee on every motor 
truck used in building construction, 
coal hauling and other work in the 
city. 

Other charges were that the 17 
defendants, enforcing their dictates 
by sabotage and threats of strikes 
by outlaw unions they controlled, 
forced contractors to rent trucks, 
steam shovels and other equipment 
from certain firms, influenced let- 
ting of contracts, made unreason- 
able demands and called two strikes 
of city employes to enforce them, 
literally drove business men into 


pocketbooks. 
Second Move of Prosecutor. 

It was the second major move cf 
State’s Attorney Thomas J. Court- 
ney to rid Chicago of racketeering. 
In the first, he obtained indict- 
ments against an alderman, a 
prominent attorney, and Al Capone 
on charges of racketeering on the 
cleaning and dyeing and the car- 
bonated beverage industries. 

“These indictments mean the end 
of organized racketeering,” Court- 
ney said. “We've got the racketeers 
on the run.” 

The Trucking & Transportation 
Exchange, called the T. N. T. by 
authorities, was the vehicle through 
which White and his associates al- 
legedly sought to obtain a strangle 
hold on trucking, fuel supplying and 
eonstruction. 4 

All concerns using those types of 
business allegedly were forced to 
accept membership in T. N. T., at 
fancy fees, or face the prospect of 
damaged property, labor _ strikes, 
and political interference, The de- 
fendants were charged with at- 
tempting to control and set’ the 
prices of city contracts. 

Truckers alleged they were forced 
to pay tribute to T. N. T., excavators 
to Associated Contractors, Inc., and 
Engineering Service Corporation, 
black dirt dealers and landscapers 
to Associated Contractors, Inc., and 
workmen to one of a dozen unions. 

Bond for each of the defendants 
was set at $10,000. Ten of them have 
been arrested. 

Among Those Indicted. 

A chief aid of White, listed as a 
public enemy, was Marcus (Studdy) 
Looney, officer of the powerful Ex- 
cavating & Shovel Teamsters’ Un- 
ion. Also named was John Sheri- 
dan -Sr., secretary of the Chicago 
Teamsters’ Union. 

Relatives of Barker, killed by 
gangsters, figured among the de- 
fendants. Two of his brothers-in- 
law, Daniel Cain of the Coal Team- 
sters’ & Hikers’ Union and Thomas 
C. Sullivan of the Excavating & 
Shovel Teamsters’ Union, were 
named in the indictments. 

The other defendants: Sam Alex 
of the Excavators’ & Asphalt Team- 
sters’ Union, John Baggot of the 
General Teamsters’ Union of May- 
wood; James Farmer, predecessor 
of Baggot; John Bransfield, former 
President of Associated Contractors, 
Inc.; John Steffen, another former 
President of Associated Contractors, 
Inc.; James R. Waldt of the Ma- 
terial Teamsters’ Union; Charles J. 
Wilson, former officer of T. N. T.; 
Lioyd Little, union officer; John I. 
Lynch, union officer; William Ma- 
loney, secretary of Lynch’s union; 
Tony Palumbo, excavating contrac- 
tor, and David Reese, union presi-

WOMAN SHOOTS 


DURING QUARREL 


Mrs. Arthur L. Acker Tells 
Police That Mate Slapped 
Her in Dispute Over An- 


other Woman. 


Climaxing several months of do- 
mestic quarrels, Mrs. Agnes M. 
Acker shot and wounded her hus- 
band, Arthur L. Acker, private 
watchman, at their home, 6565 
Tholozan avenue, at 8 a. m. today. 
Mrs. Acker told police she shot 
her husband after he had slapped 
her, during a quarrel over his re- 


cent association with another wom- 
an, 

Acker, with bullet wounds in the 
right side of the chest, right thigh 
and both wrists, was taken to City 
Hospital.

The shooting occurred shortly 
after Acker, who is employed in 
Lenox place, arrived home from 
work. His wife said that about 20 
minutes before she had received 
one of a series of anonymous tele- 
phone calls “from someone who has 
been doing some detective work for 
me.” She said she was instructed 
to call a number and ask for her 
husband, but learned, by having a 
telephone operator call, that her 
husband was not there. 

Accused when he came home, 
Acker gave an unsatisfactory an- 
Swer, according to his wife. The 
quarrel continued through the 
kitchen and into his bedroom, Mrs. 
Acker told police. She said he fin- 
ally threatened to leave the house 
and sleep somewhere else today. 

“He told me to get his revolver 
out of a chifforobe drawer and 
when I refused, he got it himself,” 
Mrs. Acker told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. “I asked what he was go- 
ing to do with it and he said, ‘I’ll 
show you!’ I became frightened. 
Running into the kitchen, I got 
my own revolver off the refrigera- 
tor. I don’t know what happened 
after that.” 

She told police that Acker had 
“led me an awful life for the past 
month” and last week threatened 
her. Both revolvers were found by 
police in the bedroom. 

Acker, wounded, staggered to the 
bedroom occupied by a 24-year-old 
nephew. The nephew quieted Mrs. 
Acker and called police. 

Mrs. Acker said her nusband hed 
asked her to get a divorce and of- 
fered to make a property settle- 
ment. He is 43 years old, she 42, 
and they have been married 18 
years. The nephew corroborated 
her statements concerning marital 
difficulties. 

Acker, according to police, ad- 
mitted his association with the oth- 
er woman. He said he was at her 
house, on McRee avenue, when his 
wife telephoned today.

SELLS STOCK TO RF 


Southern Illinois National to 
Absorb Trust Company 
Affiliate. 


The Reconstruction Finance Cor-+ 
poration has agreed to purchase 
$500,000 of new preferred stock in 
the Southern Illinois National Bank 
of East St. Louis as part of the 
RFC plan to enlarge credit facili- 
ties of banks throughout the coun- 


try. 

In connection with this arrange- 
ment and the new national policy, 
against banking affiliates, the bank 
is absorbing its affiliate, the South- 
ern Lllinois Trust Co. The merger 


will be carried out after the close 
of business today, to become effec- 
tive Monday. The two institutions, 
with the same officers, employes 
and offices, occv.py quarters at 
Broadway and Collinsville avenue. 

Common stock of the national 
bank amounts to $150,000. The 
trust company has $100,000 in cap- 
ital stock, a large majority of which 
is owned by the bank. Upon sur- 
render of the trust company’s 
charter, to be completed in about 
six months, its stock will be can- 
celed and the owners paid off. 

Deposits of the national bank 
have been about $3,800,000 and of 
the trust company $1,700,000—a to- 
tal of $5,500,000. 

The trust company was estab- 
lished in 1903 to take advantage of 
trust powers under State law which 
nationai banks formerly lacked. 
The bank has existed since 1897 un- 
der the present name, but is an out- 
growth of an older depository 
opened in 1869. 

This bank was the first to reopen 
in East St. Louis after the banking 
holiday early this year. The trust 
company was reopened March 25 
with a “substantial amount” of new 
capital, 10 days after the nationa! 
bank reopened. Announcement of 
the merger was made by Paul 8. 
Abt, president.

FOOTBALL RULES 

CHANGES WOULD 
BE A MISTAKE 
CHAIRMAN SAYS 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 30.—Except for 


some simplifications, changes in the 
present football rules would be a 
mistake, Walter R. Okeson, chair- 


man of the College Football Rules|°* 


Committee, told delegates to the 


Twenty-eighth Annual National 
Collegiate Athletic Association Con- 
vention today. 

Attempts to find loopholes and 
beat the rules are the reason for 
50 per cent of the changes of the 
past 25 years, he said, although the 
past year has shown a “wonderful 
improvement in this respect.” 

“Nevertheless, some _ simplifica- 
tion of the rules is desirable,” he 
explained. “Mistakes in interpre- 
tation occurred in all parts of the 
country during the season. Many 
of these came from the fact that 
the play in question was one which 
for a lifetime was legal and it 
looked so right and natural that 
at the moment no one questioned 
it. If your committee without en- 
dangering the players or upsetting 
the balance of the game cay 
bring about some simplification, it 
will of course be glad to do so. 

Changes Would Be Mistake. 

“Generally speaking, however, 
changes in the rules at this time 
would be a mistake. Such changes 
made to promote this or that meth- 
od of attack will further compli- 
cate a code whith is already too 
complicated. The game as it stands 
is a fine one, and if properly su- 
pervised, coached, and officiated is 
not productive of more _ injuries 
than are to be expected in any 
body contact game The main 
source of trouble is failure to 
properly look after the injuries 
sustained. This lack of care is 
what causes many of the fatalities 
of football. 

“We have a fine game. Are we 
sportsmen enough to keep it? That 
is the question. Attempts to find 
loopholes and beat the rules are 
the reason for 50 per cent of the 
rules changes of the past 25 years. 
This year has shown a wonderful 
improvement in this respect.

PEN one can of puree of pea 
soup, or use two cups of cooked 
and rubbed-through-a-sieve pea 
pulp, one can or two cups of strong 
bouillon and one cup of water, with 
seasoning to taste. Mix all together 
and let boil slowly for five minutes. 
Beat one cup of cream stiff and 
heat in a double boiler. Just before 
ready to serve pour the vegetable 
puree into the heated cream and 
blend. Continue to heat without al- 
lowing it to boil. A little chopped 

parsley improves the flavor. 

Scalloped Oysters Under Giass. 

Drain and wipe dry between tow- 
els one quart of select oysters. 
Slightly beat two eggs and add the 
juice of one-half lemon and one 
teaspoon of Worcestershire sauce. 
Dip each oyster in finely rolled 
cracker crumbs, then in the egg 
mixture and again in the crumbs. 
Butter generously individual bak- 
ing dishes and place in oven so that 
the butter will become very hot. In 
this place six or seven oysters, 
sprinkled with salt and pepper and 
place in a hot oven. When oysters 
are plumped and nicely browned, 
spread with whipped cream. Place 
bells on top, and when thoroughly 
heated serve at once. These oysters 
may be prepared in a large baking 
platter if bells are not available, 
surrounded with toast points dipped 
in butter and minced 
garnished with curled lemon slices.
